1 . This Office Action responds to Applicant's amendment after final filed on 
6/7/2004 and priority documents filed on 4/26/2004. Claims 1-7,10-13,15-20 are 
pending, wherein claims 8-9,14 have been cancelled and claims 1,4,6,10,13,15-19 are 
amended.

As per claims 1-7,10-13,15-20, the independent claims 1,10,18,19, from which 
the respective claims depend, now recite the pattern layout method of a semiconductor 
chip comprising the inventive step, as previously indicated in the Office Action mailed on 
3/15/2004, of forming a dummy pattern adjacent to the output bit group and having a 
shape equivalent to the output region, as part of the drivers arrangements (e.g., anode 
and cathode drivers) for driving the display, as claimed, which the prior arts made of 
record failed to teach or suggest. Accordingly, the claimed invention is novel and un- 
obvious over the prior arts made of record.
